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This Notification is in response to applicants' "Third Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 
§ 1.47(a)" filed in the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on 21 June 2002. 

The Notification of Defective Reply mailed 12 July 2002 is VACATED It indicated that 
applicants had submitted only a single page 2. By the time the Notification had been mailed, but 
before the submission was matched with the file, applicants submitted the instant response. As 
such, applicants had submitted more than a single page 2. 

The submission of 21 June 2002 does not satisfy the requirements of 37 CFR 1.497(a)-(b). 
The declaration though comprised of 4 pages appears to be a composite declaration. The 
inventors originally executed on two separate copies of a declaration that was originally faxed. 
The replacement page two is not similarly faxed. Additionally, the facsimile heading on the 
originally executed sheets of the declaration were removed with the current submission. The 
declaration may not be altered in any form, however minor, subsequent to its execution by the 
inventors. Applicants are required to submit an oath or declaration in compliance with 37 CFR

be extended up to a maximum of five months. FAILURE TO PROPERLY RESPOND WILL
